Your score appears at the bottom of the screen.

ENERGY: 


This number appears at the bottom of the screen. If your energy is less than zero, 
your weapons will not work. 


+500 for supply ship landing 

—50_ for shooting lasers 

—50 for normal meanies hitting ship 
—75 for meaner meanies hitting ship 
—100 for using repair robot 


LASER CONTROLS: 


Three lasers are located on each sidewall of your starbase. Use the following keys to 
fire your lasers: 


Q — fire upper left laser E — fire upper right laser 
A — fire middle left laser D — fire middle right laser 
Z — fire lower left laser C — fire lower right laser 


ROBOT CONTROLS: 
The repair robot fixes holes in your starbase. Use the following control keys to 


position him over the space you wish to fill with a block, and press the [=] key to replace — 
the block. oS 


[P] — Up 
— Left [:] — Build [5] — Right 
— Down 


You start off with 1000 units of energy. After killing 20 meanies, you only get “‘meaner 
meanies’’, which take 75 points from your score when they hit your starbase. Good luck 
and have fun!

LOADING AND STARTING THE PROGRAM 


VIC Programs are 
easy to load and 
fun to use. 


cassette recorder. 


Place the tape in the recorder, label side up. Most tapes 
are recorded on both sides, several times on each 
side. 


Press the REWIND key on the recorder. 
When the tape stops moving, press the recorder’s STOP key. 
Type the word LOAD on the VIC’s keyboard and hit RETURN. 
The message PRESS PLAY ON TAPE appears on the screen. Press the PLAY key. 
The words OK and SEARCHING should appear and the tape runs. 

After a few seconds, the VIC will display FOUND (name) and the word LOADING. 
After a minute or so, the VIC says READY. 


To “run” the program, simply type the word RUN on the keyboard and hit 
RETURN. The program will start.

Type the word LOAD and hit RETURN again. (There is a second copy of the 
program on the same side of the tape.) 


Turn the VIC off, then on. Rewind the tape and try again.
